The vadio station has one multiple- 
story building and three *vellis masts, one being ebout 130 
feet- hich, the others abcwt 80 feet. “ne me sts besr umbtelle 
antennas end are anchored to the ground by 12 bracings each. 
the outer bracing being anchored ajout 160 fect fron the 
Hast basis (see .nnex 2). 
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The radio station vas supplied vith power through an about 
arm-thick underground cable runninre tovards the city. The 
basernent of the building had an unidentified renerating set 
fox enere gency cases and a large numping installation «ith 

a coiled nips. Vhe sviteh installations were located on the - 
first floor of the milding.

One 1°” stated that the station onerated on 
48,55 and 62-meter bands.
